NO TROUBLE WITH THE FIREMEN, 


But the Telegraphers Still Have 
Their Grievances. 


SUPT. WADLEY AND CHIEF ARTHUR 


Met Yesterday—The Telegraphers Have 
Had No Hearing Yet—How They 
View the Situation. 


Savannah, Ga., December 7.—(Special.)— 
Unless the telegraphers strike the Central 
will have no trouble. The firemen have been 
fixed up for a year and there is a truce on 
with the engineers for ninety days or until 
March ist. The busy season will be over 
then and the railroad will have somewhat 
of an advantage. The men will then renew 
their demand for a new contract and on the 
result hinges the probability of a labor 
trouble of great magnitude. | 

When Chief P. M. Arthur, of the Order 
of Locomotive Engineers, met Superintend- 
ent George Dole Wadley at his office in the 
Central railroad building this morning two 
resolute and determined men faced each oth- 
er. Chief Arthur was courteously received 
by Superintendent Wadley. 

The former opened the conversation qui- 
etly by alluding to the changes in the con- 
tract which the road had made with the 
men, the contract which expired on Decem- 
ber 1, 1892. Chief Arthur talks in a calm 
and accurate way, being at times emphatic, 
using no more words than are absolutely 
necessary to express his meaning. He 
explained the objects of the order of which 
he is the head and stated what his policy 
has always been towards the railroads and 
the engineers. 

Superintendent Wadley listened to Chief 
Arthur’s remarks and then drew out a copy 
of the last contract he had made with the 
locomotive engineers. He called attention 
to the last clause in that contract which 
specifi es “that ninety days’ notice shall be 
given if either party desires a change, said 
notice to be submitted in writing with a 
copy of changes desired.” Mr. Wadley em- 
phasized the point that no such notice had 
been given. 

Chief Arthur looked at the clause and 
was readily convinced that Mr. Wadley had 
this technical point in his favor. 

Do you desire to avail yourself of this 
error of the committee?” he asked. 

Superintendent Wadley said that had 
been the agreement.

The 
committee will return home tonight and 
the official visitor of their organization Nl 
leave for some other field of arbitration. 

No written contract in the sense that 
the Brotherhood of Engineers has, has 
ever been entered into with the firemen by 
the Central. What they have is a rate of 
pay arrangement for the year. At last 
night's conference, Superintendent Wadley 
stated today, the rate was made up for the 
ensuing year in a manner satisfactory to 
all concerned. The principal change gives 
an increase of pay to twenty-four firemen 
employed on the Chattanooga and South 
Carolina division. These men have been 
running on shifting engines and service 
trains and the increase merely equalizes 
matters by placing their pay on a level 
with that received by firemen running on the 
same class of engines on other parts of the 
system.

CLAIMS HE DID Ir IN SELF-DEFENSE. 


Says Griffith Was Drunk and Drew 
a Knife on Him. 


TINSLEY SURRENDERS TO THE OFFICERS 


And Is Locked In a Cell—Both Men 
Were Formerly Employed on the 
Central Railroad. 


Macon, Ga., December 8, 2:45 a. m. (Spe- 
cial.)— If I die, boys, it was Cash Tinsley 


done it.” 
The last words spoken by John Griffith 


are here recorded. He died at 2:30 o’clock 


this morning. ‘ 

Griffeth was shot through the heart by, 
Cash Tinsley, the proprietor of the Casino 
saloon, on fourth street, shortly after mid- 
night tonight. A knife in his hand and his 
announced intention of killing the man who 
shot him will be sufficient grounds for a 
strong defense on the ground that Tinsley 
fired the fatal shot for self-protection. 

The Fatal Shot. 

At the time the shots were fired Officers 
Grace was on duty at the city ball only 
about two hundred feet away. He heard 
Griffith calling Tinsley out of the bar and 
cursing him. Almost immediately after- 
wards two shots in quick succession were 
fired and in a few seconds a number of offi- 

rs were on the spot. 

“The wounded man was lying on the steps 
of the saloon, with his head hanging over 
on the sidewalk. He was groaning and evi- 
dently in a bad way. The officers picked 
him up and brought him to the surgeon 8 
room at the barracks. 

Tinsley Surrenders. 

Tinsley, at the same time, the officers ar- 
rived walked out of the saloon and stated 
that he had shot Griffith in self-defense 
and was ready to give himself up. He was 
taken to a cell and locked up by Lieutenant 
George Holmes and Walter Grace. 

While the unfortunate man was dying 
his wife came in and the scene was most 
pathetic. He was quite unconscious, how- 
ever, and never spoke after he told who had 
killed him. 

Griffith was forty-one years of age and 
was formerly employed on the Central rail- 
road. Since then, however, he has been 
trading in horses. His wife is a dressmaker 
and they live on Poplar street near First. 

Cash Tinsley, the man who did the shoot- 
ing, was formerly a conductor on the Cen-

Griffith had been looking for trouble all 
night. He was dgnk, and wiien drunk 
was alawys ugly and inclined for a fight. 
He had cursed Tinsley ont several times 
and wheg the latter came ont from the 
bar he started for him with a knife, using 
the foulest language.

Jim Jones, a White Man, Arrested for 
Attempted Rape. 


HIS ALLEGED VICTIM ONLY 9 YEARS OLD 


A Warrant Sworn Out Against Him and 
He Will Be Tried Today—He De- 
nies the Charge. . 


Jim Jones, a young white man, who has 
lived in Atlanta all his life and who is well 
known in railroad circles, is locked up at 
the police station charged with attempted 
rape upon a little negro girl nine years old.

The alleged attempt occurred at Lawshe’s 
home, where Jones was founck. Bessie Chan- 
dler, the mother of the little girl, who, it is 
charged is the victim of Jones's assault, sent 
the girl to Lawshe’s to carry Jones some mail. 
The child was gone for sometime and the 
mother and her eldest daughter, who is 
grown, went in search of her, fearing that 
something had happened to her. When they 
reached Lawshe’s house, as they claim, they 
heard the little girl crying out loudly, and 
looking throngh the window they say that 
they saw Jones assaulting the little nine 
year-old child. : 

They ran into the room and brought the 
little girl out and went in search of an officer.

The two ofticers went in cearch of Jones 
and found him as already stated. He was 
brought to the lice station and locked up, 
and is still held there. Yesterday morning 
Bessie Chandler went before Justice Orr and 
swore out a warrant against Jones charging 
him with attempted rape.

Patrolman Philips said yesterday that if 
Jones had not been arrested when he was, 
the negroes in the vicinity of where he was 
arrested would have done something rash.

It Should Be Repealed. 

A striking evidence of the conservatism 
of the members of the general assembly 
now in session is the strong sentiment in 
favor of the repeal of the telegraph pen- 
alty law passed by the legislature of 1887. 

This law is a reflection upon the justice 
of Georgia lawmakers and a discredit to 
the statute books of the state. Under 
the cloak of its provisions telegraph com- 
panies are, it is claimed, almost daily 
bled and blackmailed; and certainly by 
its operation the work of telegraph exten- 
sion has been practically abandoned. 

The railroad commission of Georgia 
in its annual report urges upon the legis- 
lature the necessity for the immediate 
repeal of the penalty act, and its sugges- 
tion has been taken up and approved by 
the commercial organizations and the 
press of the state. It is fair to the 
commission that the legislature should 
defer to its recommendation in the mat- 
ter, for it was by the act of the legislature 
during its last session that telegraph com- 
panies were placed under the strict con- 
trol of the commission. In accordance 
with that act the commission promptly 
assumed surveillance of the telegraph 
companies doing business in this state, 
and its first act was to reduce rates, 
prevent discrimination and correct abuses. 

With the peculiar knowledge of the tele- 
graph situation its official duties afford, 
the commission in the interests of the 
smaller cities and villages asks the leg- 
islature to repeal the obnoxious law. 

With the possibility of a multiplicity of 
penalty suits no telegraph company will 
establish offices in small towns where 
the business afforded promises no sub- 
stantial profit; and yet efficient service 
for the patrons of such companies and 
for the public demands the extension of 
telegraph facilities. The commission can- 
not in justice to the telegraph companies 
require such extension, in the present 
condition of the penalty law, and for this 
reason have addressed to the intelligence 
and judgment’ of the general assembly 
their ndation for its repeal. 

The people are in earnest sympathy 
withthe commission and their wishes 
will no doubt be respected by their rep- 


‘resentatives. The Cummings bill or some 


similar measure affording. the desired re- 
lief should be passed without unnecessary 
delay, 


A Sensational Death. 


Henry G. Trickey, The Boston Globe 
reporter who, a few weeks ago, publish- 
ed several columns of false testimony 
against Lizzie Borden, is dead. 

He learned that the grand jury would 
indict him for his mendacious article, and 
to avoid arrest he fled to Canada. At 
Hamilton he heard that the indictment 
had been found. Desiring to seek a safe 
place of refuge, he started for the west, 
but in boarding the train he fell between 
the cars, and the wheels crushed him te 
death. 

It is claimed that Trickey was misled 
by a detective, and innocently published 
the Borden story. Be this as it may, his 
tragic death while a fugitive from justice 
adds another sensational incident to one 
of the most notable murder trials of this 
generation. |

The taxing power judiciously 
directed would make every money king in 
the land lighten the burdens of his fellow 
citizens. Public opinion, properly educat- 
ed, would make every millionaire an out- 
east from society if he used his wealth to 
oppress others. Finally, the progress of 
Christianity must in time make the rich 
the friends of the poor, while the poor 
will love the rich. 

If Chrisitanity and public opinion fail 
to settle this problem, then we must look 
to death and taxes for relief.

Railroad Men Are Afraid of Major Ba- 
con's Bills, 


THE MAGNATES HOL® A CONFERENCE. 


Presidents, General Managers,. Receivers 
and Attorneys Appear Beiore the 
Senate Committee. 


Atlanta is honored today by the presence 
of some of the greatest railroad magnates in 
the country. 

They are Mr. W. P. Clgde, president of the 
Clyde Steamship Company; Mr. M. H. Smith, 
president of the Louisville and Nashville rail- 
road; Mr. C. H. Phinizy, president of the 
Georgia railroad; Major J. W. Thomas, presi- 
dent of the Louisville, Nashville and Chatta- 
nooga; Mr. Henry Fink, receiver of the East 
Tennessee; Mr. A. B. Andrews, vice president 
of the Richmond and Danville, and Mr. Wal- 
ters, of the Atlantic Coast Line. All of these 
are stopping at the Aragon. 

Mr. Clyde is not only a great railroad mag- 
nate, but he is a skipper whose flag flies on 
many seas and whose ships plow almost every 
ocean. His pennant flies as familiarly in 
the ports of Australia as it does along the 
south Atlantic shore. The presencg of a 
man so notable in the world of tr is no 
small event, and his good opinion is worth 
much to any community which attracts it. 

Mr. M. H. Smith, as president of the great 
corporation which has control of the State 
road, will always be a man whose movements 
will be watched with interest» by the people 
of Georgia. His record in the railroad world 
is that ef a successful organizer and an ex- 
pert administrator. In the management of 
the great property entrusted to his control, 
he has won the good opinion of those whom 
he serves. 

The placing of Mr. Phinizy in.the same cate- 
gory with these men is eminently proper, 
because while the interests which he repre- 
sents are not 80 vast as those entrusted to 
them, yet he possesses all the ability which 
has made them so suegtessful in their wider 
fields, and only needs the opportunity to show 
that he is equal to great achievements. What 
he lacks in mileage he makes up in the fact 
that he represents a great Georgia railroad, 
the only one in fact which has held its own 
in the storms which have passed over the 
railroad world. 

If Clyde is king in New York financial cir- 
cles, and Smith is a whale in the world of 
railroad managers, Phinizy may well be reck- 
oned a king among his.own peopie. 

„J am delighted with what I have seen of 
Atlanta,” said Mr. Clyde. Atlanta is my 
ideal of a live, progressive city, always alert, 
wide-awake and looking to the front with an 
eye to progress. Her people are known the 
world over as business-like an enterprising. 
I am full of hope for the future. We have 
a great country, full of possibilities for those 
who are enterprising and industrious. There 
is no cause for fear in the future. The Ameri- 
can people may always be trusted to do the 
right thing when the time for action comes. 

Mr. Clyde was just preparing to go to the 
state capitol to appear before the senate rail- 
road committee, whereyhe was to speak upon 
the railroad situation as it was affected by 
Georgia, and as Georgia would be affected by 


it. 

“My views, as I will express them there, 
will be the deliberate opinions which I have 
formed, and will better give my position than 
any other talk which I could give.” 

Mr. Clyde was accompanied by Colonel 
Stahlman and other well known ‘railroad men 
who are in the city. 

All these gentlemen, named above, and sev- 
eral others, came here yesterday to discuss 
the railroad legislation which is pending be- 
fore the Georgia legislature. They are great- 
ly alarmed at the situation and fear that the 
interests which they represent will be par- 
alyzed if Major Bacon’s bills become a law. 
They are all with him in his purpose to pre- 
vent railroad wrecking, but they say that his 
bills, in attempting to accomplish a good end, 
will do great harm in retarding the develop- 
ment of railroads in the state. 

Last night all these visitors appeared before 
the senate railroad’ committee which met in 
the senate chamber to consider the -Bacon 
bills. 

Ex-Senator F. G. duBignon was there as 
counsel for the Plant railroads. Others pres- 
ent were: Mr. Reuben Foster, one of the 
Richmond and Danville’s receivers; Mr. Hugh 
L. Bond, counsel for the receivers; General 
Manager Jobn W. Green, of the Georgia road; 
T. P. Branch, of Augusta; Major J. B. Cum- 
ming, of Augusta; Major P. W. Meldrim, coun- 
sel for the Central railroad; Mr. Harriss, 
counsel for the East Tennessee; Joseph E. 
Brown, Jr., traffic manager of the Western 
and Atlantic; Colonel E. B .Stahiman, com- 
missioner of the Southern Railway and Steam- 
ship Association. 

Senator Jenkins, chairman of the committee, 
presided. Major Bacon was invited to ex- 
plain his bills. Colonel Stahiman, Mr. 
duBignon, Mr. Clyde and Mr. Meldrim were 
to speak in behalf of the roads. 

Major Bacon opened and emphasized the 
statement that his bills are not hostile to le- 
gitimate railroad enterprises, but intended 
to protect them against wrecking. 

The Senate Railroad Commypttee. 


When the senate railroad committee was 
called to order it found in attendance quite 
an imposing array of railroad men. 

Major Bacon, in explaining his bills, stated 
that although he might be mistaken in method 
it was his intention in preparing these bills 
to protect all branches of railroad interests. 
Not only the majority but the minority inter- 
ests which have no voice in the management 
of corporations. The ideas embodied in his 
bills he had entertained long before he thought 
of becoming a member of this general assem- 
bly. He introduced them in the utmost good 
faith He had long been associated with 
railroad men. Many of his first thoughts on 
this line were abandoned after consultation 
with men who are familiar with the manage- 
ment of railroads. And after the bills were 
drafted he has modified or abandoned what- 
ever has been pointed out to him as certain 
to work injury or hardship. 

A calm review of the railroad situation will 
convince any one that something ought to be 
done. Perhaps these bills of his own, Major 
Bacon said, will do more harm than good, 
but there is a necessity for something. What 
is the great necessity? Rallroading is not 
a new thing in Georgia. But it is a new 
thing that four-fifths of the railways of our 
state are in the hands of receivers. Certain- 
ly it is a high duty for every legislator to in- 
quire whether there are defects in our law 
which can be corrected and supplimented by 
legislation which will make the recurrence 
of this situation impossible. Major Bacon 
stated that the necessity for action by this 
legislature is because before another general 
assembly meets several of these corporations 
may be reorganized and in such a manner 
that the present situation may recur. 

One defect now is that designing men can 
wreck railroads without punishment. Another 
defect is that the building of railroads can 
now be undertaken in a purely speculative 
way, without any capital behind the enter- 

rise.

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CUT HIS THROAT 
Mr. J. B. Harralson Attempted Suicide at 


His Room Last Night. 

Mr. J. B. Harralson, the junlor member of 
the firm cf Hsrralson Bros. & Co.,, the whole- 
sate tobacconists of Peachtree street, cut his 
threat in his room dt the National hotel last 
right, ard then pressed the electric button to 
summon the hotel clerk to his side.

Dr. Flagg was 
hastily called in and bandaged up the ugly 
cut .n Mr. Harralson’s throat. addition 
to the bad gash on the throat, a six-inch 
cut was found on the abdomen, which did 
not extend very deep.

SUBJECT TO RATIFICATION. 


Colonel B. J. Wilson Savs Something About 
West End’s Annexation. 


To a Constitution reporter, Colonel B. J. 
Wilson said yesterday, in speaking of a bill 
before the iegislature looking to the annex- 
ation of West End: 

J understand that a petition is being cir- 
culated opposing the step proposed by the 
bill, because of the belief that the commis- 
sioners appointed in the bill for West End 
have the right to come to an agreement 
with the city of Atlanta, which will be bind- 
ing on West End without the ratification of 
the poome of that suburb. This is entirely 
a mistake. The bill distinctly provides that 
the commissioners appointed for West End 
shall negotiate with a committee from the 
council of Atlanta, and that if an agree- 
ment is arrived at by which West End is 
to become a part of Atlanta, the whole mat- 
ter must first be submitted to the people of 
West End for ratification.

Clay’s Friends Say That Such is the 
Case. 
MISS M'WILLIAMS NOT CLAY'S COUSIN 


Clay Will Refute All the Charges That 
Stand Against Him-—So He Claims 
His Side of It. 


The friends of James N. Clay, of De- 
Kalb county, denounce the charges made 
against him by Miss Maggie McWilliams 
as an attempt at blackmail. 

And for him, they deny that he is in the 
least related to her, and that the*'svhole 
thing is the outcome of some property own- 
ed by Clay, and to which Miss McWilliams 


set up a claim. 

Clay’s defenders go further and declare 
that the young woman has never borne an 
enviable reputation in the neighborhood in 
which she has lived nearly all her life. 

From the statement of Clay’s friends 
the affair presents itself as follows: 

Miss McWilliams is in no way related to 
Clay but the two are related, the one by 
marriage and the other by blood, to the same 
person who is now deceased. That person 
was Mrs. Robert McWilliams, the aunt of 
Clay, being his mother’s sister and the 
aunt of Miss McWilliams, baving married 
her father’s brother. 

So this 2 the claim of relationship 
between iss Maggie McWilliams and 
Clay as advanced by the young woman. 

It seems that David McWilliams, the 
father of Miss Maggie, was not very well 
off in worldly goods, and that his brother, 
Robert McWilliams, allowed him to occupy 
a certain tract of land, rent free. 

Robert McWilliams died some time ago 
and having no children the property went to 
his wife, who continued to allow her 
husband’s brother to occupy the land as be- 
fore his death. But Mrs. Robert McWill- 
jams and her brother-in-law both died, Mrs. 
McWilliams, only, leaving a will. 

The will named her nephew, James N. 
Clay, as principal legatee and executor; 
but Miss Maggie McWilliams was not for- 
gotten, her aunt leaving her The re- 
mainder of the estate was to be equally di- 
vided between the relatives of her husband 
on one side and her kinfolks on the other. 

In the meantime Miss Maggie McWill- 
iams had sold the interest she thought she 
had in the property to John A. Dildee. 
Clay had not been idle, either, and as he was 
named in the will as executor, he proceeded 
to use his authority. Clay’s authority took 
to form of a notice of ejectment which was 
served on John A. Dildee. Dildee immedi- 
ately filed a suit in the clerk’s office in De- 
Kalb county claiming the property by right 
of peaceable possession. 

Then followed a suit of $10,000 filed by 
the attorneys of Miss McWilliams against 
Clay for breach of promise. On the same 
day that the breach of promise suit was filed 
Clay was also arrested, charged with be 
ing the father of Miss McWilliams’ child. 

None of the cases have as yet come to 
trial but Clay’s friends declare that he 
will come out fully exonerated.
